With 765 jlersons already 
ar- 


rested in the government's spec- 
tacular offensive against the na- 
tion's drug' traffic, the 
federal 


narcotics bureau today laid plans 
to apprehend hundreds of ad- 
ditional peddlers who eluded the 
dragnet spread by its 250 agents 
from Maine to Hawaii during 
the last three days. 
Working in cooperation with local 


authorities, the agents today ques- 
tioned all those taken into custody 
since Friday when the 
sweeping 


drive was started. They expect to 
obtain considerable information that 
will lend to further wholesale ar- 
rests, according to Louis 
Ruppel, 


deputy commissioner of narcotics. 


Expect To Get Information 


"A majority of the men and wom- 


en who are addicted to dope will 
give us valued information concern- 
ing the peddlers," Ruppel 
stated. 


"Deprived of their source of supply, 
some of the unfortunates lodged in 
jail undoubtedly will tell the auth- 
orities everything they know about 
the dope trade in their communi- 
ties." 


Ruppel said it was not the gov- 


ernment's intention to use strong 
arm methods in gleaning informa- 
tion from the addicts. Mere threats 
that they will not receive any more 
drugs 
unless 
they 
disclose 
the 


sources from which they 
receive 


dope before being arrested is ex- 
pected to suffice in loosening the

or not the Saar will revert to Ger- 
many, to Prance or - will remain in 
status quo. 
For the past fifteen 


years it has been under an interna- 
tional commission. 


Dr. Pollock is a graduate of New 


Castle High School, and a gradu- 
ate of the University of Michigan. 


Following 
his . graduation 
from 


Michigan he taught in Geneva Col- 
lege, in Harvard and was then asked 
to return to his alma mater where 
he is a professor of political science. 


In the past ten years he has be- 


come internationally 
f a m o u s 


through his works on election pro- 
cedure. He has supervised European 
elections at various times, and has 
studied the political systems ot a 
number of countries at first hand. 


As far as is known Dr. Pollock is 


the only American to be selected by 
the League of Nations to supervise 
the Saar voting. About half a mil- 
lion votes are to be" cast, with the 
valley divided into districts of about 
30,000 votes each.

Plea For Conciliation 


GENEVA, Dec. 10.—A dramatic

Geneva, Dec. 10.—The creation of 
a perm anent international 
penal 
court of five members to assure th at 
im partial justice will be meted out 
in cases of political crimes and acts 
of terrorism is the m ajor point in a 
French proposal th a t will be offered 
to the League of Nations council in 
an effort to stave off threatened in­ 
dependent action

Yugoslavia 
against Hungary. 
The court, if agreed upon by mem ­ 
ber nations of the league,

have Jurisdiction over the respon­ 
sibility of individual states in m at­ 
ters such as the M arseilles assassi­ 
nations, according to term s of the 
French plan learned exclusively to ­ 
day by International News Service.

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TERRORISTS AND TERRORISM 


T 


HE emotions of terror that must have surged in the breasts of 


the czarisls when the old terrorists were devising their in- 


fernal machines for enterprises of human destruction are now be- 
ing experienced by the present rulers of Russia. 


One lender of the soviet regime has been assassinated. The 


ussassin has been caught and will be executed but this is not 
enough. 
The proletariat must be impressed with the seriousness 


of the crime of killing a bolshevik ruler. 


So the military collegium of the supreme court has round- 


ed up sixty-six persons, preferred charges against them, briefly 
heard what is accepted as evidence and set them before a firing 
squad to be mowed down. 


Of course, there is nothing resembling justice in the pro- 


cedure. 
It is more than likely that there was not even the sug- 


gestion of evidence of complicity against the greater number of 
the condemned men. 


But the soviet government cannot risk the danger of un- 


rest that might be expressed in violence and the situation arising 
from the death of Kiroff is one to be dealt with ruthlessly. The 
element of justice is a minor consideration. 


There is evidence that ruthlessness is often a reflection of 


fear. 
Perhaps there is uneasiness in Moscow as the allotted five 


years slip deeper into the haze of the past and Utopia fades 
further into the remote future. 


KNIGHTHOOD FOR DR. DAFOE 


There is a movement m Canada to recognize the achievement ol 


Dr. A. R. Dafoe, of Callander, Ont, in successfully ushering into the world 
the famous Dionne quintuplets by having him elevated by King George 
to the honor of knighthood. 


Already mentioned as a candidate for the Nobel prize, Dr. Dafoe 


receives the news of this latest gesture in the direction of distinction -with 
characteristic calm. To those familiar with his modest reactions to the 
tributes that have been showered upon him during the last six months, 
his.view of the possibility of knighthood is in accordance with anticipa- 
tions. 


"I can't take this seriously," he said. "It's too good to be true. I 


am not a man of science. I have contributed nothing to research. 
I 


have made no lasting discoveries of any kind. It's what you newspaper 
people probably call the 'build-up'," 


Regardless of whether the proposal of knighthood ever reaches ful- 


filment, it may. be said with every degree of certainty that many knights 
of the British realm have done far less to merit their capes and swords 
than this modest physician, who preserved the flickering sparks in five 
tiny human atoms when all the precedents doomed them to extinction.

1LLEGAL MACHINE GUNS 


There is a federal law forbidding1 unauthorized possession of ma- 


chine guns and sub-machine guns. The penalty for possession may be a 
fine of $2,000 or five years in prison, or both. There is now an active 
effort to enforce this law. Manufacturers of guns are co-operating with 
the government in the matter. 


In spite of progress, however, criminals of the type of Dillinger and 


his gang have such weapons and use them recklessly. It is said that some 
15,000 Thompson sub-machine guns were manufactured after the war, 
and, before the danger was realized, 5,000 or 6.00L of them got into ac- 
tive circulation. Many of these are still o.wned by criminals. Govern- 
ment officials are after them now, but it will be a difficult task to round 
them all up. 


Meanwhile, if the existing law is vigorously enforced, no further 


weapons of this sort should get into the hands of public enemies. The j 
law imposes a tax on the manufacture and sale of these guns and an- 
other tax on transfer. It also requires registration and fingerprinting of 
all purchasers, provisions which make it possible to check the output and 
to know where it goes. 


It is generally agreed that much of the increase in crime in gen- 


eral and particularly in gang robberies and murders has come through 
the wide distribution of guns. Attacking that problem directly is striking 
directly at gangsterism.

be equipped with safety 
glass 
in 


windshield, dcors or windows to be 
legal in Pennsylvania, the Pennsyl- 
vania Motor Federation. AAA, an- 
nounced today in explaining pro- 
visions of a lav.' passed by the 1933 
Legislature. This statute, however, 
does not affect vehicles now in use. 
except those operated as public con- 
veyances. 


The law is quoted as follows: 
It shall he unlawful, on and after 


the first day of January. 1935. to 
operate, on any public highway or 
street in this Commonwealth, any 
motor vehicle, manufactured or as- 
sembled after said date, unless such 
vehicle be equipped •with safety glass, 
whenever glass is used 
in 
doors, 


v;indo\vs or windshields. 


The penalty for violation is $25 


fine and costs, or not more than ten 
days in jail nnd. in the case of a 
company or individual holding 
a 


Public Service Commission certifi- 
cates, suspension of that certificate 
until the law is complied with. 


The term "safety glass", according 


to S. Edward Gable, president of the 
Federation, is explained in the law 
10 menn "any glass ir transparent 
product, approved by the Depart- 
ment of Revenue manufactured or 
fabricated in such manner as sub- 
sinntially to prevent shattering and 
flying of the glass or transparent 
product when struck or broken."

Bury Noakes Near 


Babes In The Woods 


Funeral Ceremony Takes Place 


On Sunday—Woman To 
Be Buried In Same Plot

CARLISLE, Pa., Dec. 10.—Elmo J. 


Noakes, Roseville, Gal., lay buried 
in Westminster cemetery today, in 
a grave some 100 feet away from the 
resting places of his three daugh- 
ters, the "babes in the wood" whose 
bodies were found tenderly wrapped 
in blankets on a mountainside near 
here last November 24. 


The body of Noakes, a former

to death, and interred Sunday after 
brief services by the Carlisle Amer- 
ican Legion Post. 
• "This man wore the country's uni- 
form and although ther .• still is 
doubt whether he caused this trag- 
edy he is entitled to this 
honor," 


David V. Elnkley, commander ol 
the Legion Post which also sponsor- 
ed the funerals of the three girls, 
told a dozen of his men who gath- 
ered in the cold morning wind to 
bury Noakes.

Difficulties resulting from Noakes' 


friendship for his niece were believ- 
ed by police to have impelled the 
man to .leave California in a mad 
automobile dash east, end the lives 
of his children near Carlisle and 
finally his own and that of Mis-s 
Pierce in a railroad shelter stop near 
Duncansville when his funds ran 
low.State police although they have 
virtually concluded their investiga- 
tion were still probing several loose 
ends of the mystery case. 


The body of Miss Pierce, now lying 


i in a Duncansviile funeral parlor, will 
be removed to Carlisle and interred 
in a plot alongside that reserved for 
Noakes, Harvey M. Llebcgott, under- 
taker, announced.

State Labor Bureau 


Looks Into Walkathon

grind 
of the 
so-called 


"walkathon," In which contestants 
dance or walk continually for per- 
iods usually stretching into months, 
has attracted the official attention 
of the State Department of Labor 
and Industry. 


"Walkathons" or "marathons" as 


they are often termed, have mush- 
roomed into a thriving business 
throughout the state but officials 
charge they exact an appalling toll 
upon the health and morale of the 
contestants. 


Only the absence of a direct state 


law prevents the state department 
through its bureau of industrial 
standards from launching a general 
and immediate clean-up of Estab- 
lishments sponsoring "walkathons," 
according to John Campbell, direc- 
tor of the bureau. 
• However, the bureau has closed a 
number of establishments and is In- 
vestigating others by invoking two 
state laws applicable to conditions 
similar to those prevalent at "walfc- 
athons," Campbell said. 


Communities in 
which, "walk- 


athons" are operated are also en- 
abled to "crack down" on the es- 
tablishments 
by invoking an old 


law, 
the State Act of 1903, which 


empowers them to ban athletic ex- 
hibits of more than 12 hours' dura- 
tion a day,' Campbell disclosed. 


The department's indirect weapons 


are based on the provisions of the 
State Woman's Law, which prohi- 
bits employment of women under 21 
years of age beyond 9 o'clock 
at 


night and only six days a week, and 
the state fire and panic act of 1929 
which requires a certain number of 
fire exits and emergency lighting 
systems. 


Establishments sponsoring -walk- 


athons .frequently attempt to evade 
the provisions of the woman's law, 
Campbell pointed out, by contend- 
ing that the participants are not 
being compensated for their efforts 
but are merely participating for a 
prize that is offered to the sole sur- 
vivor. 


The bureau, however, asserts that 


meals, shoes, clothing and other es- 
sentials granted the 
contestants 


constitute compensation, thus plac- 
ing the gruelling affairs under pro- 
visions of the law ar far as 
the 


women are concerned.

HARRISBURG, Dec. 10.—Sport- 


ing Clements in the state are pre- 
paring to renew the-ir battle to legal- 
ize horse racing with betting in 
Pennsylvania at the 1935 session ol 
the legislature. 


Although all such attempts' have 


been rebuffed in the past, those fa- 
voring horse racing believe their ef- 
forts will be rewarded with kindlier 
consideration next year because of 
the state's pressing financial condi- 
tion. 


There has also been some discus- 


sion in legislative circles, none of it, 
however, of n definite or authorita- 
tive nature, of the possibility of le- 
galizing lotteries. 


Church and dry groups, will as In 


the past be prepared to battle any 
horse racing, betting or lottery bills 


to the last' ditch, although in this 
Instance they may be called upon 
to offer some substitute revenue rais- 
ing measures. 


New York's experiment with legal- 


ized betting is being closely watched 
in sporting circles and may be used 
as an example which Pennsylvania 
v.-ill be asked to follow. 


Leaders in the movement to legal- 


ize betting on horses are banking 
mostly on the unprecedented need 
for new revenue which will face ths 
legislators when they convene next 
January. They will offer betting as 
one of the means of raising addi- 
tional revenue without new taxa- 
tion. 


Opposition to betting bills has 


been so effc;tive in the past that 
the few measures which from time 
to time were offered in the legisla- 
ture were burled in committee and 
thereafter never saw the light of 
day.

SAYS GOVERNOR

10.— The 


prediction that Pennsylvania 
will 


end the current biennium on May 
31, 1935, with a surplus of approxi- 
mately 55,000,000 in the 'general 
fund — If all estimated 
revenue 
Is 


collected — was made today by Gov. 
Gifford Plnchot. 


State Treasurer Charles A. Waters, 


the State Chamber of Commerce 
and others have been predicting a 
budget deficit of between $15,000,- 
000 and $30,000,000 for the bien- 
nium, based on current receipts and 
appropriation liabilities. 


At the same time Governor Pin- 


chot said that about $72,000,000 In 
new revenue, exclusive of funds for 
unemployment relief, will be needed 
to balance the 1935-1937 budget even 
"if the same rigid economy which 
has been enforced by the present 
administration is continued." 


Both 
the 
governor's 
estimates 


were contained In a lengthy state- 
ment outlining the fiscal affairs of 
the stale, the statement, issued "for 
the information of the people 
of 


Pennsylvania," was mailed to all 
newspapers of the state.
